‘W HITE PAPER '

NEW COUNCIL OF 
EUROPE AGREED 
UPON BY POWERS 


By WILLIAM OATIS 
London, Jan. 29 ids— A new and 
historic “Council of Europe*’ with 
a fledgling cabinet and an advisory 
parliament emerged today as a major 
factor in the post-war world. 
The foreign ministers of the five 
W estern European Union democra* 
d e s announced agreement yester­ 
day to aet up the council. Authori­ 
tative sources said headquarters will 
be in Strasbourg. France. 
The 
five 
nations reaching 
the 
agreement, after months of discus­ 
sion on nome form of European unity, 


are 
B r i t a i n , France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
Italy to Join 
They said other European coun­ 
tries will be asked to help set up the 
council. One Informed source said 
the first Invitation will go to Ilalv. 
Indicating Italy will join. Italian 
Foreign Minister Carlo Sforza said 
"European union is born and Italy 
will be one of the founding states." 
Tile "Council of Europe" will con­ 
sist of a committee of ministers from 
the member nations which will meet 
in secret, and an advisory assembly 
composed 
of reprerentatives from 
each country. The 
assembly, ex­ 
pected to pave the way ultimately 
for a single parliament to represent 
all the European democracies, will 
meet in public. 
Details are to be worked out by 
the permanent commission of the 
five powers of the Western European 
Union, set up under the Brussels
